Ho said Ihdr lirst choice is usually along ditch 
banks, fence lines, right-of-way strips or In 
unused portions of fluids.

intersections, but selective burning can leave the 
patches that provide excellent nesting cover for 

. pheasants and other birds," deReus said. 

He. said. If the pheasants can't nest in those

The peak ot the pheasant hatch usually 
coincides with the time farmers are busiest with 
Iheir high capacity machinery. Farmers must

NEW-YORK fUPQ - Bm Hodges.. 
who was unexpecfcdly handed the 
coachlng job at Indiana State at the 
Start of the year and guided the 
Sycamores through " a triumphant 
whirl of a season, was named Friday 
as United Press International's 1978- 
79 Coach of the Year. 

In a nationwide polling of 214 sports 
writers and broadcasters, Hodges 
received 60 votes. Digger Phelps of 
Notre Dame was second with 49 and 
LuleOlson of Iowa was third with 15.

coach six wcclcs tKforc tncir iimt 
game and transformed Indiana State 
from an unknown (juantlty into one of 
the nation's basketball capitals. 

The unbeaten Sycamoresicaptured 
a Missouri Valley Conference title, 
reeled oft a string of 31 straight 
victories and won a berth In the NCAA 
toumnmcnt. Indiana State whipped 
Oklahoma 93-72 Thursday night to 
advance to the finals of the Midwest 
Roglonals. 

Not even Hodges — a 30-year-old 
native of Lebanon, Ind., understood 
- Uic-fuir scopc-of-lndlana State's 
HUccess. 

"I didn't expect this kind of year to 
stiirt out with," he said. "I thought 
we'd have a good year and have a shot 
at winning the conference — because 
the players did. We were picked to- 
finish fourth in the Valley by the 
■ coachesandthlrdbylhcwrlters. 

"On paper, that was a sound 
analysis. But our guys felt wc could 
challenge for the title oiid that was 
bur goal — to win the llUe. Vou don't, 
set -|oals like unbeaten seasons. Not 
many people do. It's a tribute to our 
playcrs. They played their hearts 
out,!' 

The iob at Indiana State fell into 



Hodges' hands by chance. Hodgcswas- 
prepairlflg to begin his fourth ycaf as . 
an assistant at ISU when Coach Bob 
King suffered a heart attack before 
the start of fall practice. On Oct. 11, 
1978, Hodges was named head coach. 

Quietly, • Indiana- State beg,in Its 
climb to the top. hkd by two-time 
All-America Larry ' Bird, Indiana 
State asserted itself as a legitimate 
power. But the Sycamores — despite 
their record — were knocked for 
playing a -soft schedule. Recognition 
did not come easily and It was only

regular season that they moved Into 
the No.: slot. 

"It's an honor," he said of the Coach 
of the Year award. "But It's someth- 
ing I have, to share with a man named ■ 
Bob King. 

"He was rcsponslbile for this season 
OS I was.

They didn't talk 
about it much, but it was there. It was 
a sentimental thing. They felt close to 
' him and dcdlcatQd their season to him 
before It even staBted. Nothing was 
ever said. Thcrc was-nevcr any-pep- 
taJk given.

Besides his osslslanlship at Indiana 
State, Hodges was also an assistant at 
Tennessee Tech and he has not 
forgotten his early days. 

"I'm pleased for the rest of the 
assistant coaches in this country," he 
said.

I was an assistant for ten 
years. Not many of us have gotten this 
opportunity. 

"We paid our dues but some of us 
got passed over. Maybe. this will let 
the administrators of our institutions
